WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Nixon took time out today 
from the weighty problems of 
his office for a little fun and 
games—rolling Easter eggs and 
watching some baseball. 
The President, just back from 
a Florida weekend, set aside 
time in the morning to join in 
the traditional Easter egg roll 
on the White House lawn. Fol­ 
lowing this was a trip to the 
Robert F. Kennedy Stadium to 
throw out the first ball marking 
the opening of the 1969 major 
league baseball season. 
In attending the game be­ 
tween the Washington Senators 
and the New York Yankees, 
Nixon was following a tradition 
started in toe early pert of the 
century by President William 
Taft. 
The day wasn’t devoted en­ 
tirely to such light-hearted af­ 
fairs. Nixon had called a morn* 
ing meeting of his Urban Affairs 
Council 
to push 
ahead 
with 
plans for has own program of 
domestic legislation. 
While spending five days at 
his waterfront home at Key Bis­ 
cayne, Fla., Nixon bore down on 
paperwork in the domestic area 
and held one formal conference 
review of home front policies. 
The chief executive’s final bit 
of official business before re­ 
turning to the capital Sunday 
night, however, involved touchy 
relations with Peru. 
John H. Irwin II, Nixoon’s spe­ 
cial envoy to Peru, stopped by 
for an hour-long meeting en 
route back to Lima. Irwin is 
seeking a .solution to the dispute 
over compensation by Peru for 
seizing the American-owned In­ 
ternational Petroleum Co. 
If no solution is forthcoming. 
Nixon could be forced to cut off 
American aid to Peru and elimi­ 
nate the annual quota permit­ 
ting sugar imports from that 
country. 


But, he said in announcing the 
decision from the bench: 
“The state has no business 
telling a man sitting alone in his 
own home what books he may 
read or what films he may 
watch.” 
The ruling came on an appeal 
by an Atlanta man, Robert Eli 
Stanley, who was convicted in 
1967 of having three “stag” 
films in his home and was sen­ 
tenced to one year in prison. 
“Said Marshall of Stanley: 
“He is asserting the right to 
read or observe what he pleases 
—the right to satisfy his intel­ 
lectual and emotional needs in 


the privacy of his home. He Is 
asserting the right to be free I 
from state inquiry into the con­ 
tents of h s library.” 
Stanley did not argue that the 
films were not obscene and the 
court assumed for purposes of 
its decision that they are ob­ 
scene 
under 
tests 
previously 
laid out by the court. 
The decision clearly distin­ 
guished between the Georgia 
law which punishes for mere 
possession of obscene material, 
and the more typical obscenity 
law which makes it a crime to 
traffic in obscene material. 
Marshall recalled the court 
has consistently permitted pun­ 
ishment for use of the mails or 
other means of dissemination to 
distribute 
objectionable 
mate­ 
rial. There was nothing in to­ 
day’s ruling 
to indicate 
the 
court had changed its mind 
about such laws.

Hussein pins his hopes for 
peace on the talks that the Unit­ 
ed States, the Soviet Union, 
Britain and France opened in 
New York last week. The young 
monarch feels that continuing 
tension in his area can only 
serve Soviet purposes. 
One of the most flexible and 
pro-Western of Arab leaders,

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Ratchet Effect 


Forbes Magazine for Apr. I publishes an 
excellent article on the national economy which 
holds that inflation isn’t inevitable. 
Inflation is the force 
that cheapens 
the 
value of money. It results when there’s more 
money then goods. Excessive wages feed it. 
Economists are of several minds about how 
best to cure it. 
One group suggests curtailing the money 
supply and credit. 
Another says we should curb federal spend­ 
ing and tax more. 
Obviously these two remedies aim at the 
same effect: to bring money supply into bal­ 
ance with the available goods. 


But F orbes suggests that there’s another 
problem. It’s one that all Americans should be 
familiar with because it’s a threat to their in­ 
come. It’s the inflationary mechanisms which 
the United States has built into its industrial 
economy. 
For instance. After the minimum wage has 
been pegged at $1.60 it’ll never drop back to $1.40 
an hour to balance economic changes. No union 
is likely to negotiate a contract downward. Once 
pay standards are set it becomes almost impossi­ 
ble to do anything but increase them. 
The welfare costs of states and cities ara 
another example. They now run over $9 billion a 
year and are increasing steadily, making tha 
taxpayers support a growing pail of the popu­ 
lation which 
doesn’t pay 
its own way, 
even 
though our country is in the midst of the great­ 
est prosperity ever known in the history of the 
world. We used to think that when “things got 
better” the relief rolls would dwindle. No one 
thinks so any more. 


The Highway Trust Fund is still another 
example of this ratchet wheel effect which never 
slips backward, only ahead. We raise the taxes 
on gasoline almost every year. We poured $4 8 
billion into the Highway Trust Funds last year 
to build more highways to allow’ Americans to 
drive even more, resulting in more traffic jams 
and more air pollution. Yet it’s forbidden to use 
gas taxes for anything but building more roads. 
Farm subsidies are mostly one-way. Last 
year they cost the country $4 billion compared 
with $900 million in 1955. 
Social Security is a ratchet wheel which pa\ a 
out increasing amounts of pension funds each 
year while requiring larger payments each year 
from employers and employes.

Without Medicare, the cost of medical care 
was soaring; with it it’s gone into orbit. New’ 
hospitals cost more and so does the training of 
new doctors, and now the unions want unskilled 
hospital workers to share the bonanza. Munici­ 
pal workers like firemen, policemen and street 
crews cost more each year and they aren’t con­ 
cerned whether the municipality is solvent or 
not. 
How*, then, avoid inflation? By more pro­ 
duction. suggests Forbes, which insists it isn’t 
necessary to have years 
of recession 
to get 
things back to old values. Even with wages and 
taxes and other costs going up, the United States 
can still produce more and save more arid keep 
prices fairly stable, it believes. Price restraint 
in all things and more production can still help 
us. Higher taxes and tight money are being used 
to brake inflation, but so far have been inef­ 
fective.

search of greater profits. 
While the giant steelmakers 
are not hurting financially and 
capital expenditures have never 
been higher, experts say the 
companies

that will give them a bigger re­ 
turn than steel. 
U.S. Steel Corp., the nation's 
No. I producer, now* has inter­ 
ests in cement, titanium, chemi­ 
cals, fertilizers, plastics, lum­ 
ber, aluminum and air travel 
and air-leasing services.

nies, 
while 
Allegheny-Ludlum 
bought out a leading supplier of 
garden and sports equipment.

Every war this country h a s fought has 
seen its share of deserters, sitter-outers, evaders 
and those who could not in good conscience par­ 
ticipate. 
The Vietnam war is no different, although 
we sometimes get the impression that all these 
categories are more heavily represented than in 
any previous war. 
Since the beginning of the massive U. S. 
troop build-up in Vietnam three years ago, more 
t han I OO,(HK) servicemen have been officially 
listed as deserters (absent without leave for 
more than 30 days). 
I ntil last year, however, the desertion rate 
per 1,000 servicemen was comparable to that 
during the Korean War r *4 is still well below 
the rate during World .Yar II. 
More than 85 per cent of those carried on 
the rolls as deserters eventually turn themselves 
in voluntarily, says the Pentagon. Only 853 de­ 
serters have sought refuge abroad, and 40 per 
cent of these are aliens who have decided that 
U. S. citizenship is not worth the price of mili­ 
tary service. 
Another matter is the thousands of young 
men who have signified their opposition to the 
war or the military by fleeing abroad before 
they could lie dratted. An article in the National 
Observer puts th" lumber at 50,000, Chiefly in 
Canada and Sweden. 
The figure is . reliably higher than in any 
previous conflict, but in a war that is the most 
unpopular in tile nation’s history, it’s surprising 
that there have been relatively so few.

Tigers Advised 


DETROIT 'A P ' — The Michi­ 
gan Civil 
Rights 
Commission 
said Friday it has advised Wil­ 
lie Horton and Gates Brown how 
to file a complaint with the fed­ 
eral government if the two De­ 
troit Tigers players feel they 
faced 
housing 
discrimination 
during spring training because 
they are Negroes. 
In a letter to John E. Fetzer, 
president of the Tigers, Julian 
Abele Cook Jr.. chairman of the 
commission, said: 
“ While our own Commission 
obviously does not have juris­ 
diction over housing discrim ina­ 
tion outside the state of Michi­ 
gan, there are federal guaran­ 
tees against such discrimination. 
“ In letters to Mr. Horton and 
Mr. Brown, we have provided 
them with information on filing 
a complaint 
writh the Depart­ 
ment of Housing and Urban De­ 
velopment." 
Cook also urged Fetzer to 
meet with local officials in Lake­ 
land, Fla., “ and request that 
they take affirm ative aition to 
insure that all housing and plac­ 
es of public accommodation are 
available to Tiger baseball play­ 
ers without regard to their race, 
creed, color or national origin. 
“ If such assurances cannot lie 
obtained, then it seems incum­ 
bent upon your organization to 
hold its next year's spring train­ 
ing camp in a community which 
is willing to m ake such a com­ 
m itm ent."

Dr. Reuben Slesinger, a Uni­ 
versity of Pittsburgh economist, 
points out that during 1967 the 
metal manufacturing industry's 
net return on capital investm ent 
was 8.8 per cent compared w ith 
11.3 per cent for all industries. 
Greater Return 
More 
specifically, 
Slesinger 
says U.S. Steel had a net return 
of 5.4 per cent and Bethlehem, 
the nation’s second largest, did 
little better with 7.0 per cent. 
None af the other m ajor steel 
producers, his figures show, got 
up to 11.3 per cent. 
Some industry' observers say 
this greater investment return 
from other industries has tend­ 
ed to draw capital away from 
steel. 


The American Iron and Steel 
Institute reports the industry’s 
outlay for capital improvements 
in 1969 was a record of $2.5 bil­ 
lion, the third consecutive year 
that capital improvements went 
over the $2 billion mark. 
While steel companies gener­ 
ally have relied on internal cap­ 
ital for improvements. Slesinger 
notes the price of steel stocks 
has remained steady over the 
past 8 to IO years. 
Last year’s figures are not yet 
available, but Iron and Steel In­ 
stitute figures show* the indus­ 
try's 1967 total revenues around 
$17 billion. That resulted in net 
income of over 
$800 million 
which 
returned 
dividends 
of 
more than $490 million to some 
1.5 million stockholders. 
All of this has led some ex­ 
perts to predict the industry will 
sharply curtail future capital in­ 
vestment after 1970.
